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INTRODUCTION. 



The History of the Election for the Northern Division of the 
County of Northumberland in 1852, of which the subsequent pages 
present an useful and authentic record, is so fully developed in the 
course of the introductory matter to the present volume as to render 
any elaborate comment or explanation unnecessary. The election arose 
out of a dissolution of parliament, consequent upon the disruption, 
through internal weakness and divisions, of the Whig Ministry under 
Lord John Russell, and the advent to power of the Oonservative Go- 
vernment of the Earl of Derby. It may be necessary to state for the 
information of the general reader, that the constituency of North North- 
umberland, which, though numerically small, is highly respectable and 
intelligent, consists almost entirely of persons engaged in agricultural 
pursuits, and that, in the present contest, were involved the important 
public principles, first, whether the one-sided free-import system 
of the Manchester School of Political Economists, of which Sir 
Geo. Grey, one of the candidates, had long been an able and pro- 
minent advocate, should be continued and extended without modifi- 
cation, or whether the greatest of all national interests, that of the 
land, should receive from the legislature that fair and reasonable 
consideration and relief to which, from its peculiar burdens and 
unprecedented depression, it was contended, it is entitled; and 
second, whether the government of this great country should be made 
subservient to mere " family" arrangements under the direction of a 
few leading aristocratical Whigs, committed, in aUiance with, and at 
the dictation of, " liberal" politicians of all degrees, to never-ceasing 
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rash and ill-considered innovations, or whether it should be confided 
to the care of well-tried statesmen, who had shewn that they were 
determined to modify our very unequal system of taxation, to reduce 
to the lowest practicable limits the public expenditure, to promote all 
really useful reforms in the various departments of the state, to origi- 
nate such ameliorations as are calculated to advance and improve the 
condition of the people at large, and at the same time to maintain 
those fundamental principles of the constitution upon which the safety, 
honour, and welfare of the country depend. The election and its 
result will be memorable in future county history as affording a test of 
the significant manner in which the well-informed constituent body of 
North Northumberland expressed their opinion on these highly impor- 
tant and interesting questions, as well as of the estimation in which 
they held the two successful candidates. Lord Ossulston had repre- 
sented the Northern Division since the passing of the Reform Bill in 
1832. Upon the retirement from pubHc life of Mr. Baker Oresswell 
at the general election in 1847, Sir George Grey, defeating Lord 
Lovaine by 129 votes, was returned in place of the former gentleman, 
and the result of the present struggle was that Lord Lovaine and Lord 
Ossulston were returned first and second on the poll, whilst Sir George 
Grey was defeated by 35 votes, the Right Hon. Bart, never having once, 
during the contest, been placed above either of his opponents. The 
publisher has spared neither labour nor expense to render this work 
as copious and accurate as possible, and he ventures to believe that 
it wiU form an interesting feature in the history of parliamentai7 
elections in the County of Northumberland.

NOMINATION OF CANDIDATES AT ALNWICK. 



^e nomination of candidates for the leptesentation of North Northam- 
berland in Parliament took place on Monday* July 19, 1852, in the ancient town of 
Alnwicky and on no occasion, since the memorable contest in July, 1826, has sucli 
ati animated and ex(citing scene been witnessed. The candidates were Lord 
OsBidatoB, of Chillingham Castle^ who has represented the county for twenty 
y«MB^ the Bight Hon. Sir Geo. Gvey, Bart, of Falloden, Seeretaiy of State for the 
Home DepaKment under the defimct Whig Ministxy, and Lord Lovaine, a mem- 
ber of the illustrious House of Percy, and closely connected with broad Korth- 
nmbria by every tie of historic Teneration, personal worth, and future promise. 
The respectiye candidates were attended to the hustings by their private friends. 
Ija the ranks of Lord Ossulston and Lord Loraine was a numerous band of county 
gentlrmen and an immense throng of the bold, mdustrious, and intelligent yeo- 
maniy of the division, who are amongst the most enterprizinf^, intelligent, and 
practical agriculturists that are to be met with in the united kmgdom. The fol- 
lowing list supplies but a very imperfect idea of the vast numbers, influence, and 
respectability of the supporters of Lord Ossulston and Lord Lovaine, but it will 
show at least that in Northumberland political subserviency and ^Uiberal" inca- 
pacity meet with little or no sympathy ; and that, however estimable a gentle- 
tnan may be in the relations of private life, when he associates himself with 
incapable, impracticable, and factious politicians, his fellow-countrymen cease to 
regard him with confidence, and refuse to place the destinies of the kingdom in 
the hands of a faction who now, as they have done in all time, seek power for 
their own party and personal aggrandizement.

In front of the hustings were afisembled an immense mass of people filling 
the area of the Market Fliu», and all its avenues and approaches. To estimate 
the nuttber assembled is a difficult task, but perhaps firom seren to eight 
thousand persons is pretty near the mark. The windows of the stately Assem- 
bly Room, as well as those of every house commanding a view of the animated 
scene, were crowded with ladies who appeared not less to be moved and excited 
by what was p >saing before them, than their *^ lords'' whose immediate duty it 
is to take upon themselves the cares and duties of political and public life. In 
the absence of the High Sheriff, Thomas Wood Craster, Esq. of Ciaster, who 
was holding a county court at Hexham to declare the poll for the Southern 
Division of the County, Heniy William Fenwick, Esq. of Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne, Under Sheriff, presided. On the left of the Sheriff, the friends of Lord 
Ossulston and Lord Lovaine were stationed, and on the right, those of Sir George 
Grey, Bart. The supporters of each party ranged themselves in front of the 
hustings, immediately opposite the candidates whom they supported, and ap- 
peared in one respect to be nearly equally numerous. But in another and a 
more important point, there was a very remarkable and surprising difference. 
The friends of the Noble Lords appeared to be those immediately summoned 
by Her Majesty's Writ to hold the election, and seemed to embrace the great 
body of the yeomanry and tenant farmers of the division, and a vast number of 
the Conservative Electors engaged in the active and varied pursuits of business. 
On the other himd, the friends of Sir George Grey were a motley body, and, we 
are sorry to say, of very dubious position and character. It is to be regretted 
that the estimable personal character of Sir George has no more practical in- 
fluence on the conduct of his supporters. If there is any truth in the adage 
** like master like man," the public will easily appreciate the immense difference 
between the vaunted professions of liberalism and the practical use made of the 
sacred and constitutional right of English liberty. It is true a few farmers were 
thinly scattered among the noisy, blrutal, drunken, and debased mob who had 
the audacity to stand before Sir George Grey and proclaim themselves his 
jtaunchest supporters, but we are sure those few farmers will take care how 
agun they come into such close alliance with those who are a disgrace to any 
civilized community, and who can only be contrasted in human nature with the 
lo^f^est, most ignorant, and degraded, that are to be seen in mobs when political 
liberalism is in danger, and when mischief is projected for its rescue. 

The scene that ensued from this phalanx of liberalism — and *' liberalism" in 
Alnwick is the same as we have seen it all places, and on all occasions, during 
a pretty long experience — is what is always witnessed when truth and justice 
come in opposition to falsehood and imposition. The confusion, noise, and 
drunken brutality, exhibited by the staunch supporters of Sir George Grey, 
baffles all description. «In vain did the Sheriff appeal to the noisy mob 
to give a patient hearing to the Conservative Candidates, and in vain did the 
Right Hon. Baronet himself beseech his supporters to demean themselves pro- 
perly to his opponents in the same way as then* supporters had conducted them- 
selves towards him. The disturbance was creat^ by a band of half-naked, 
drunken, wild Irishmen, imported from Berwick-upon-Tweed, and a well- trained 
gang of half-grown boys, amongst whom, it is said, the Whig '^ Schoolmaster is 
now abroad," teaching them the precepts and practice of Waggery in the latest 
phase of its advancement. Though Lord Lovaine was turbulently interrupted 
hy Sir George's friends, he stood undaunted before them, and at every interval 
when their voices &iled, expressed a sentiment which was cheered by every 
aoond-iifiaited Ei^glishman, but which gave fresh excitement to the senseless 
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mob who had been hired to do their work, and instructed in the way in which 
they.could make the most effectaal return for their debased wages. 

A great number of elegant banners were displayed by the friends of the candi- 
dates, and bands of music gave animation to the immense throng which crowded 
the streets. A half-drunken fellow exhibited on a walking stick the " Free- 
trade large loaf" and the " Protection small loaf," but the stale Whig trick did 
not even create laughter among the crowd, though it was displayed with all the 
grimaces that become a mountebank's buffoon. Another fellow, soaked to drink, 
half-naked, and brutal in his language, who styled himself " Tittly Whig," 
caused considerable amusement in the crowd by his vehement exclamations and 
buffoonish gestures, intended to give effect to his opinions of the private and 
public character of his political friend. Sir Geo. Grey. We know not how Sir 
George relished these " liberal" demonstrations, but, if we may judge from his 
curled lip, solemn countenande, and agitated appearance, he felt himself not at 
home among such a race of acquaintances and supporters. During the speech 
of Sir George Grey a storm of hail and rain came on, and in a few minutes the 
entire mass of people in front of the hustings ran away to a place of temporary 
shelter, and the address of the Hon. Bart, was stopped for more than half an 
hour. The hustings were fortunately covered by a roof of deals, and in this way 
those who were upon them were preserved from the effects of the storm. On 
the resumption of Sir George's speech he stated that coercion and intimidation 
had been greatly exercised on voters who were disposed to support him, but who 
were prevented by regard to their private interests. Mr. Collingwood, of 
Gianton Pike, called upon the Right Honourable Baronet to give names, and 
another scene ensued which cannot well be described by the pen. Sir G«orge 
hesitated, faltered, trembled, evaded, and shuffled, like a well bred Whig, and 
then got out of his difficulty by saying their names were " Legion." He could 
not, however, shake off his courageous and manly opponent, who required him 
either to give names or retract the expression, and, after a great deal of Whig 
shuffling. Sir George condescended to say that if he retracted his words tli^ 
gentlemen who surrounded him would not consider him deserving their con- 
fidence. 

After the proceedings had been opened, 

Charles Wm. Orde, Esq. of Nunnykirk, then stood forward to nominate Lord 
Ossulston. He observed : — 

It was now twenty years ago since his noble friend first became a candidate 
for their suffrages, and he was then returned on the same principles on which he 
now sought their support, and which were emphatically those entertained by the 
landed interest of England. (Applause.) From those principles the noble lord 
had never in one instance swerved, for every vote he had given in parliament was 
in unison with them. On every occasion, when the interests or the welfare of the 
country were at stake, his noble friend was always found at his post. {ApplauM 
and interruption,) Among the many topics of vituperation he had heard urged 
against the noble lord was the old story, that he had been absent from his duties 
in Rome ; but he had yet to learn that a short and temporary absence from par- 
liament should be deemed a disqualification in these enlightened and liberal days. 
Again, it was said his friend never spoke in parliament ; but that, in his opinion, 
was of little consequence, so long as he recorded his votes in favour of a right 
policy, as by doing so he contributed more towards the dispatch of business than 
those who talked so much, f Applause,) It was further said that his aoble friend 
attended exclusively to the interests of the church, but his votes on that subject, 
if they had not satisfied some, had satisfied many others. A charge was also 
made against the noble lord, that he belonged to the retrogression party, but he 
should like to know what that meant, for there was no retrogression in the party 
which the noble lord supported. {Cheers and interruption.) Against the right hon. 
baronet on the other side of the hustings he had nothing to urge in his private and 
individual capacity : he acknowledged him' as an accomplished gentleman, of 
whose acquaintance ho felt proud ; but he must look at him as a public man, and 
as a member of that administration which had been internally weak ever since it 
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assnmed the reins of ^ovemment — (hear^ hear) — an administration which had 
** drag^f^ed its slow len^h along" for days and weeks and months, nntil it finally 
died of its own natural decay. {Loud applause.) It was impossible to witness the 
changes which occurred in the political drama in which that administration 
moved, without perceiving that the right hon. baronet and his colleagues were the 
mere puppets in the hands of Messrs. Cobden, Bright, and Company, and that as 
the latter pulled the strings so the ministers danced. C Cheers and laughter,) It was 
for the electors of Northumberland to determine whether they would return the 
two noble lords pledged to support the government of Lord Derby, which was 
both able and willing to do justice to the claims of the farmer, as well as those of 
all other classes of the community ; or whether, on the other hand, they would 
commit their interests, and especially those of the agriculturists of England, to 
the tender mercies of Messrs. Cobden and 'BmghU-^pheers) — to the one-sided 
I>o]icy and class legislation of the Manchester School. (Applause and interrupt' 
tlon.) He should not then enter into the question of protection, but as he saw 
hela up in the crowd a large loaf and a small loaf, he would ask did they under- 
stand the meaning of the large loaf and the small loaf? (Hear^ hear,) It meant 
that the large loaf was the production of foreign labour, the result of the en- 
couragement given to the foreigner by the withdrawal of protection to the English 
labourer, and the small loaf was an indication of the reduced condition which free 
trade would entail upon tliis country. {Cheers and interruption,) He concluded by 
nominating Lord Ossulston as a fit and proper person to represent this division of 
the county in parliament. 

Bryan Burrell, Esq. of Broome Park, seconded the nomination, amidst great 
noise and interruption from the shirtless supporters of the liberal candidate imme- 
diately in front of the hustings. He observed that : — 

He had great pleasure in seconding the nomination of his noble friend. Lord 
Ossulston, and he felt confident that no one in that large assembly would venture 
to affirm that the noble lord liad not faithfully performed his duties. (Applause,) 
He appealed to them if they did not consider a servitude of twenty years an 
exceedingly good one ; and, that being so, he was confident they would again 
support Lord Ossulston with their votes, and return him as one of their members 
to Parliament. (Cheers and interruption.) He would promise, on the part of his 
noble friend, that he would discharge the important trust committed to him with 
fidelity ; indeed, the noble lord had already afibrded them that assurance by his 
past conduct, never having during his parliamentary career given one inconsistent 
vote. (Cheers.) 

Sir Walter C. Trevelyan, Bart, then proposed the Right Hon. Sir Geo. Grey, 
Bart, as a fit and proper person to represent the county. He observed : — 

They all knew the Right Hon. Bart, had been for many years the able advo- 
cate of the most important measures brought before Parliament, measures of such 
vital importance that he need scarcely say any attempt to reverse them would 
cause the greatest calamity to this country. (** No, no" and applause,) They were 
measures that came home to the hearts of every one, as the prosperity and happi- 
ness they had conferred had been felt by all classes of the community. He hoped, 
therefore, the returns from the difierent constituencies of the kingdom would be 
such as to prevent the Derby or any other administration attempting a reversal of 
free-trade measures. (Applause.) He trusted the electors of Northumberland 
would do their duty at the present crisis, and return Sir George Grey at the head 
of the poll. 

Prideaux John Selby, Esq. of Twizell House, seconded the nomination. He 
said: — 

The fitness of his Right Hon. Friend to represent this constituency in Parlia- 
ment was evident from the manner in which he had already performed his duties. 
(Hear, hear,) He would only add that he believed the independence of the county 
was threatened by their opponents, and he, therefore, called upon every elector to 
resist the coalition which had been formed, and return the Right Hon. Bart, by a 
large majority. 

Oswin naker Cresswell, Esq. of Harehope, next came forward to nominate 
Lord Lovaine, when he had to encounter the usual noise and interruption from 
the *^ liberals." He said :^ 
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Mr. Hi^h Sheriff, and Brother Electors of the Northern Division of the 
C^oontj of NorthnmberlancU-as one of that important body, in the absence of my 
father, who is unavoidably detained in London, I stand before you this day, to 
nominate a person to whom our interests in parliament may be entrusted. {Ap- 
]plattie,j Five years ago, gentlemen, I stood l^ore you for the same purpose, and 
mtroduced to your notice one who, by his talents and abilities, I considered well 
qualified to fill the important office of your representative. {Ckeen and iMterrup' 
Hon,) Nothing daunted, and still entertaining the same opinions of my noble 
friend, I stand before you again this day, to nominate Lord Lovaine, in the full 
assurance that an that occation you will place him in a triumphant position on the 
polL (Cheers, and ^ We wOtrS Of his ophiions I shall say nothing ; as in the 
personal canvass in which he nas been engaged, every elector has had an oppor* 
tunity of converung with him. (Applaiue^ He is here to make his own state- 
ments. [ApplauM and interruption.) Thus much, however, I will say, that ifrom 
my own knowledge of his abilities, and his aptitude for business, our interests 
could not be confided to better hands. {Cheers.) I will not trespass further on 
your time, but beg to propose, in due form. Lord Lovaine* as a fit and proper 
person to represent the Northern Division in Parliament. (Oieersand interruption,) 

John Cookson, Esq. of Meldon Park, who was also subjected to rude annoyance 
from the dirt^ squad who supported the '* liberal" cai^se, said : — 

Mr. High Sheriff and Gentlemen, I come forwara to second the nomination 
of a candidate to represent you in parliament, and to lay before you such qualifi^ 
cations as I think will entitle him to the choice of the electors* { Applause,) Ho 
is a member of a fainily who has always stood high, in the estimation of the in- 
habitants of this district, from its commanding ability, unflincl^ing patriotism, 
and munificent benevolence. (Lovd cheers, j In his person. Lord Lovaine, unites 
sound constitutional principles, with uncompromising independence, and talent 
of no ordinary chimicter. (L<md cheers,) Professing to be a supporter of Lord 
Derby's Government, he will support that government, or any other of a similar 
kind, so long only as the measures which they bring forward meet with his appro- 
bation. {£>ud Peers') I caJl upon you, therefore, to rally round Lord Lovaine 
.— ^'^ Noj no" "^ yes, yes" and loud cheers^-^aad place him in a triumphant position 
at the head of the poll. {Loud cheers, mixed vM disapprobation from we Whig Party*) 

The several candidates then addressed the electors^ Lord Ossulston taking 
precedence. He was received with great enthusiaan, but during the course of 
nis address, he was occasionally interrupted by the mob of liberal adherents, who 
had contrived to place themselves nearly in front of the hustings. His Lordship 
spoke nearly as follows ; — 

I appear before you to give an account of my conduct in the responsible 
sitnation with which ^ou have honoured me for so many years, and to state the 
course it is my intention to pursue, if it shall be your pleasure s^in to return me 
as one of your representatives to Parliament. (Cheers^ I am willing to acknow- 
ledge that this is not the time to renew the fight upon the old battle ground of 
Protection and Free-trade. {AppUnue.) If the voice of the people preponderates 
in favour of Free-trade, still there are other means by which a frienolv govern- 
ment may benefit the farmer. (Api^use*) It has been tauntingly asked us what 
we can de for the farmer that the Whigs could not do ! If you put it upon this 
score, God knows, we should do little enough. We may not be able to remedy 
much of the injustice our predecessors have done ; for you all know it is far easier 
to take a false step than to retrace it. (Cheers,) But that some re-adjustment of 
taxation should take place, consequent upon the late changes, and that such an 
adjustment should be directed to the relief of the farmer, who has borne the 
whole weight of that change, justice as well as policy demands, though justice 
has been hitherto denied us. It may be true that Lord Derby's Grovemment is 
not prepared, any more than the late government, to re-impose a duty upon com ; 
but that is no reason why those should lay claim to be the farmers' friends, who 
have denied him all compensation for his losses ; or why those who are leagued 
with his bitterest foes should have a higher claim to the confidence of the farmer, 
than the friends who have stood and have £illen with him in the fight. Do not 
th«n, gentlemen, allow any false reasoning make you lose sight of ^our real 
position. Yon have yet much to lose if you were left to the tender mercies of the 
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Anti-Com-Law and the Chesham Place Lea^e ; and you have mnch that yon may 
gain if you give support to a government, whose only anxiety is to do justice to all 
classes, but who will not curry favour with one class by theexclusion or the neglect of 
another. No ingenuity has been spared by our opponents in misrepresenting the cir- 
cumstances under which the present government has taken office. They have at- 
tempted to narrow the question before the country to one simpW of Protection 
and Free^trade, and to make it appear that Lord Derby took omce under false 
pretences. I'he real fact is notorious that he was called upon to take the command 
of the ship when the Right Hon, Baronet and his colleagues had deserted the helm 
And the true question the country has to decide (though it has been conjured out 
of sight by the old war cry of Free trade) — the real question is whether the 
country will require, or can afford to have a iresh constitution every ten or twelve 
years, and whether it will submit to have its constitution tinkered by the Whigs, 
for the sole purpose of propping up a ricketty Whig Government. (Loud ap- 
pictuse.) There is no doubt ttiat where acknowledged abuses do exist, and where 
reform is proved to be necessary, Lord Derby's Government will be ready and 
anxious (as he has declared himself to be) to renovate that which the lapse of 
time has impaired, and to extend that which the increase of intelligence, and the 
enlarged interests of the commonwealth may require) maintaining our constitution 
as it always has been, based upon property and intelligence, and not merely upon 
numbers* {Cheers.) I have professed myself a supporter of the present govern- 
ment, as I have been an uncompromising opponent of the government of which 
the Right Hon, Baronet was a member. And I will tell you why I have confi- 
dence in the one, and neither have or could have confidence in the other. I be- 
lieve that Lord Derby has the good of his country at heart ; that he will bring 
forward and support such measures only as he believes will conduce to that great 
eud. And that he will not shape his measures (as was done by the late govern- 
ment) to catch a fleeting majority in parliament, composed of men of all shades of 
opinion^ and of many who are the avowed enemies of Protestantism and of the 
Throne. (Applause,) I do not doubt that the government of Lord John RuSsell 
was also anxious to promote the public welfare, but that noble lord and his col- 
leagues were dependent from day to day for their ministerial existence upon a 
body of men who had no sympathy in the general interest and prosperity of the 
country, and the government was in this painful and degrading position, that in 
proposing measures to parliament they had to consider, not what in their judgment 
was best to be proposed under the circumstances, but what would meet the ap- 
proval of their patrons and hard task-masters, the Anti-Corn Law League of Man- 
chesier. {Cheers.) Thus, it was from the utter inability of the Whig Govern- 
ment to stand by its own strength, the certainty that ultimately it must either 
merge into the most dangerous extremes of party, or beunable from its own weak- 
ness to give effect to its measures — it was from these reasons that it lost the con- 
fidence of the country. And, if such a state of things be hurtful to the credit of 
the government of a great country like ours, if it be dangerous to the stability of 
our institutions, and of our monarchy, these dangerous consequences will apply 
with ten^ld force to that combined government with which Lord John Russell 
proposes to favour us, and to that still more intimate alliance which he has 
now declared with Messrs. Cobden and Bright, if the opportunity should 
be given him,' with the assistance of those gentlemen, of re-forming his 
gov(4rnmeDt, as he terms it, ** upon a broader basis." {Loud applause,) The 
Right Hqu. Baronet asked the question at Morpeth *' why he was to be con- 
sidered as a dangerous man f ' I have no hesitation in saying that no one esteems 
the private character or admires the talents of my Right Hon. Friend more than I 
do, but as a public man, unless he repudiates the acts of Lord John Russell and his 
Colleagues, he must take upon himself the responsibility of them. And, I say 
that the course that noble lord has taken, the still closer alliance he has made 
with those who are known to be of the most extreme opinions, does not en- 
title him to the confidence of moderate men. {Applause.) I must next adveit 
to a very important subject, which is not unattended with difficulty, and which 
will always, I fear, be accompanied with some difference of opinion — I mean the 
subject of education. {Cheers.) Now, I must first of all tell you that by education, 
I mean not merely the communication qi secular knowledge, but the formation 

C 
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of character, the training of rational and immortal beings for the due discharge 
of their varions duties, and the qualifying them for the enjoyment of happiness 
here and hereafter. {ApPlause.) Education, therefore, according to my defiuition, 
must necessarily be more or less religious. And now comes the difficulty. If 
we were all of one mind in religion, the duty of the State in this particular would 
be easy. But, unfortunately, we are not all of one mind. Some of us are mem- 
bers of the Church of England, others Protestant Dissenters, and others Roman 
Catholics. But whatever be our religious persuasio^, all contribute to the ex- 
penses of the State by a common taxation ; and, therefore, all have a right to look 
for assistance from the State, provided they teach nothing contrary to good 
morals, and nothing detrimental to the peace and order of society at large. {Loud 
cheers,) I maintain that all have this right, for government stands in the relation 
of a parent to all, and all contribute out of their means to its maintenance and 
stability. Lot government then recognize this right — let it assist all in the great 
work of secular and religious education, in proportion to the efforts they them- 
selves make in the cause. And let it appoint inspectors (subject to the approval 
of those to whom they are sent), who shall use all vigilance in seeing that the 
funds it advances for education shall not be wasted or misapplied. (Cheers.) Thus 




government did insist on certain " management clauses" in regard to the Church 

of England, and dispense with them in the case of the iioman Catholics. I say, 
give us a clear field and no favour, and God defend the right I The truth is 
great ; let the truth have fair play, and doubt not but it will prevail. {Loud 
cheers,) My opinions, on general subjects, are sufficiently well known to you not 
to require further detail. I would only now express my gratitude to you for the 
cordial support I met with everywhere in my canvass upon this occasion, and, 
indeed, upon all occasions during the twenty years I have been your servant, 
and during the many more that I have been your neighbour. I have only now to 
ask you to come early to the poll, and I repose, with perfect confidence, in the 
result, which will, I doubt not, be triumphant to my noble friend. Lord Lovaine, 
and myself, and above all, to our cause. (The noble Lord concluded amidst loud 
and long continued cheering.) , ,j .,^ ,, ., 

Sir Geo. Grey, Bart, on standmg forward to address the assemblage was greeted 
with loud and prolonged cheers. He addressed the meeting nearly as follows :— 

Gentlemen, I sincerely thank you for the cordial and gratifying reception which 
I have this day had at your hands. {Cheers^) I know that amongst this goodly 
assemblage of Northumbrians there are many who do not possess the right to vote 
Ibr Members of Parliament ; but let me tell you this, that I prize highly the good- 
will, the attachment, and the hearty good wishes of those who, though they may 
not be able to record a vote at the poll, are yet, from the increase of their daily 
comforts, desirous of testifying their appreciation of that policy of which I have 
always been the humble, but the constant advocate, — that policy which, on every 
occasion on which I have met you, I have recommended, as identified with your 
best interests,— and that policy, let me add, which if you return me again to par- 
liament, I am still prepared again to maintain and adhere to. {Cheers.) Gentlemen, 
during the course of my canvass, and up to the time when I came into Alnwick 
this moiTiing, I did not know whether I was to meet my noble opponents as pro. 
tectionisfcs or free-traders. {A laugh,) I here has been so much shuffling and 
evasion upon this question,— so much talk about the farmer's friend in one direc- 
tion, and so much about the labourer's friend and the big loaf in another, that I 
did not know, I'say, whether I was coming to-day to meet a protectionist opponent 
or a repentant sinner, converted, though late, to the advocacy of free-trade. 
(Cheers, ^ Gentlemen, I heartily congratulate you on the fact which is now beyond 
dispute of the late, though I doubt not, the sincere repentance of my noble friend, 
Lord Ossulston. {Cheers!) He has added one to that goodly list of funereal orations 
over a departed friend (laughter), which through the length and breadth of the 
country we have lately heard from candidates professing an unbounded confidence 
in Lord Derby's Administration. {Cheers.) Gentlemen, all that 1 could extract 
from the addresses of my noble friends was, that they were confiding supporters 
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of Lord Derby and Lord Derby's Government I accordinp^ly came here prepared 
to ask them whether they were prepared to support the protectionist Lord Dei^y 
of 1851, pledged if ever in office, to attempt a re-imposition of the duty on corn, 
or of Lord Derby, the free-trader, who, through his nearest relative. Lord Stanley, 
who has lately had to meet his constituents, proclaims that a return to protection 
is absolutely impossible. [Hisses from the supporters of Lords Lovaine and OsstUgton.) 
Gentleman (addressing the opposite side of the hustings,) I am really sur> 
prised that this sentiment should meet with the slightest disapprobation, — for I 
was stating, not opinions of my own, but opinions of the son of the prime minister ; 
and I see that your confidence in the government is evaporating already, (cheers 
and laughtcTy) and that you cannot even bear to hear that they nave abandoned 
that which, during five or six years of opposition, they have sedulously maintained. 
(Loud cheers.) Gentlemen, my friend, Mr. Orde, has alluded to Lora Ossulston as 
the farmer's friend. Now, I wish he had defined what he meant by the farmer's 
friend. I believe that the true friend of the farmer is the man who dares to tell 
him the truth (cheerst) and not the man who panders to delusion, or endeavours to 
induce yon to follow and expect what is now admitted to be a phantom. (Loud 
cheers.) Gentlemen, I have always told you, — I said it on these hustings five 
years ago, and I have said it wherever I have, in agricultural meetings or else- 
where, met any large portion of my constituents, (and always happy have I been 
to meet them, and I thank them sincerely for their kind reception of me,) —I have 
always held, I say, that the true interests of the farmers consisted, not in follow- 
ing what is utterly impracticable, but in procuring equitable arrangements as to 
their rents, and applying their energies to increase the production of the soil, and 
not, by seeking through acts of parliament, to raise the price of com, or in other 
words, to raise the price of the people's sustenance. {Loud cheering.) Gentlemen, 
I am happy to learn that my friend Lord Ossulston is also now of that opinion^ 
and I hope that those electors who have made their vote to depend upon the fact 
will remember that my noble opponent has told you that the government of which he 
is a pledged supporter, do not intend the re-imposition of the corn laws. There are 
those who have said their votes will depend on that fact, — that they, having been 
honest and sincere protectionists, would vote for a candidate who would manfully 
stand up for protection, but that if they did not find such a man they would vote for 
me. This abandonment of protection does not rest upon Lord Derby's statement alone« 
It is true the Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, in addressing his constituents 
said, in the innocence of his heart, that the government had no intention of 
abandoning protection. We find Mr. Herries also declaring to his constituents 
(hisses, to which Sir Geo. Grey replied) — ^it is really extraordinary, it seems hardly 
possible to advert to anything said by members of the present government with- 
out that statement meeting with disapprobation from the supporters of my noble 
friends. We have had Mr. Herries, I say, declaring against attempting the re-im- 
position of the corn laws. We have had at the same time, Mr. Henley — and there is 
not, I believe, a more shrewd, intelligent man in the House of Commons — adopting 
an illustration from Lord Palmerston, though not perhaps so cleverly applying it 
as my noble friend, and saying that it would be easier to make the Thames flow 
back to its sources than to bring back protection. Indeed, were it not for the 
vague and misty language som^imes made use of by the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer and others, no man would suppose that any such intention existed on the 
part of the government. The question, which within the house, we were told 
some nionths ago, was to be the question of the elections, has been settled, I find, 
by anticipation. Here, at least, we are not called upon to decide between pro- 
tection and free-trade. Unless my noble friend Lord Lovaine, who has not 
addressed you, should contradict Lord Ossulston, we are all equally free-traders. 
I, therefore, come on an equal footing with my noble opponents ; and, feeling I 
have done nothing to render me unworthy of the confideuce which you reposed 
in me in 1 847, 1 rely upon your support again ; and I trust that by your inde- 
pendent eflPorts I shall be placed in the same position which by your suflFra<<es I 
have occupied hitherto. lam not now going to enter into any statistical specimens 
of the benefits which have followed from free-trade. There is not a man before 
me who does not in his own family enjoy a portion of those benefits, and I am 
confident that if this county were polled throughout, there would be a decided 
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majority in favour of the maintenance of that system. But then we are told in 
ambi^ous languas^e, by the Chancellor of the Exchequer, that there is something 
** looming in t he future," — that there is something which the p^overnment may 
hereafter do, which will benefit the farmers, and that this somethmg is to consist of 
a revision or re-adjustment of taxation. I say, however, you ought to know what 
the nature of those measures are before you give your confidence to the ministera 
who contemplate them. You ought to know what this mysterious ** something'* 
is which they promise you. ( Cheers.) It is veiled in the same impenetrable mist 
in which the government have hitherto succeeded in shrouding all their intentions. 
During the last session, they said, we are in a decided minority in the house, and, 
there^re, ** we cannot be expected to bring forward those measures of interest to 
the country, which we shall be prepared to bring forward in the new parliament '* 
But surely (continued Sir George) when we are met on the hustings, and when 
you are called upon to perform that great and most important duty of choosing 
men to represent your interests, and not yours only, but to take part in all those 
deliberations which affect the interests of this mighty empire, — surely at such a 
time as this, we ought to know what are the principles and what the policy of the 
men who seek your sufirages. One word to the tenant-farmers in reference to 
this proposed re-adjustment of taxation. Let me warn them not to be led away 
with a cry of that nature. Let them take care that the matter be not too narrowly 
looked into, — that the exemptions which already exist in &vour of agriculture 
are not assailed ; for, without reference to the income tax which presses alike 
upon all, it may turn out that the vaunted re-adjustment may be more likely to 
leave them more heavily burdened than at present. {Cheers and disapprofjation,) 
But this re-adjustment of taxation is only another leaf taken out of the book of 
their opponents. Sir Robert Peel advocated the same, and it is from that, that 
Ihe free-trade policy has been established — (cA^^rs)— and that those barriers have 
been broken down which for a long time were placed between the wants of the 
people and that supply which a bountiful providence has provided for them from 
all the nations of the earth. {Applause*) Gentlemen, I hope- my noble frieuds 
will be required to promise you, the farmers of Northumberland^ some advantage 
clearly dehned, before you give your vote in order to displace me. I find, gen- 
tlemen, that the issue is now attempted to be shifted. It is not now to be between 
free-trade and protection. {Hear, hear.) The proposer of my noble friend. Lord 
Ossulston, has said — and I am obliged to him for it — that in my private capacity 
he respects me, but that in my political capacity the constitution may not be safe 
if you return me to parliament. I see before me on a banner, bearing the colours 
of my noble opponent, an inscription, — ^ Our glorious constitution, may it never 
be pulled down f* and to that sentiment I most heartily respond. I believe 1 am 
as ardent a friend of the constitution as my noble opponents can be, and judging 
of the future by what my parliamentary career, ana that of those with whom I 
have acted for the past, has been, I leave you to consider whether or not this charge 
has any foundation. {Cheers.) { A.t this stage of the proceedings an exceedingly 
heavy shower of rain came on, and the greater portion of the meeting having 
been obliged to go hastily off to take shelter, Sir George Grey was obliged to 
break off nis discourse. The shower having gone off in about half an hour, how- 
ever, the people returned, and the right honourable baronet proceeded as follows :) 
— Gentlemen, he continued, I regret for your sakes the temporanr interruption 
which has been caused in your proceedings. I hope my friend, Lord Lovaine, 
may be favoured with sunshine during the time he may address you. I must, 
however, add a few words in defence of myself against the charges brought 
against me, though I am almost ashamed to repeat charges so unfounded* It lias 
been said, by my friend, Mr. Orde, in proposing Lord Ossulston, that though as 
a private character I was unexceptionable, yet in my public capacity, I am pre- 
pared to ally myself with men who would conspire to pull down the £k>n8titution 
and to undermine the Monarchy, under which we so happily live, and to establish 
a Republic in its place. To all the charges of this nature which have to-day been 
brought against me, I make no denial and no assertion ; but I appeal to a public 
life of twenty years, — to my life as a member of Parliament and a minister of the 
Crown ; and, I ask you if I have not done as much to uphold those institutions 
as my noble friend, Lord Ossulston, who has brought those charges againt me, 
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*-'(ekeer9,)—'i{ I have not sought to uphold the constitution, ftnd promote orddr and 
f>^ood gfovernment under it^^and whether we had not the satisfaction of leading to 
our successors in office, the present administration, a people contented, happy, and 
prosperous, and firmly attached to the Sovereign under whose benignant sway wd 
live. If, by these charges, it is meant that you should desire to send a member to 
Parliament, wlio will say no to every proposition for extending popular rights and 
franchises, then 1 say I am not your man. (Ckeen ) I would'not go to Parliament 
for any constituency on such a^principle ; ten thousand times rather would I retire 
at once into the ranks of private life, than go to Parliament as a mere dra? upon 
the wheel of progress. I have during my public life given my careful and nonest 
advocacy to measures and principles which I believe have conduced eminently 
to the peace, the prosperity, and the good government of the country, and the con-* 
sequent happiness and contentment of our population ; and I say I am prepared 
to consider, from time to time, whether popular rights and popular franchises 
may not be extended within the strict limits of the constitution, and in proportion 
to the growing intelligence and growing education of the people. (Chin,^ And 
I ask my noble friend, if he can, to put his finger upon anv act of mine, either as 
a minister of the Crown or a member of Parliament, which bears out the assertion 
made concerning me ; let my noble friend do so, and I will retire at once from the 
Contest, for I feel I should then be wholly unworthy to present msrself to jrour 
notice. My public life is before you. I stand before you to ^ve no new promises ; 
no new pledge. My public life, gentlemen, from its beginnmg to its ena is before 
you. In a large constituency like this it cannot be that all of you have agreed 
with every vo^e that I have given or with the sentiments I have expressed on 
e^ery particular occasion ; but I appeal to my general policy. Look at the course 
I have generally and imiformly carried out, and compare it with that of the party 
which my noble friend supports , and if you still share those principles, which since 
I first appealed to you I have professed, then let those principles be maintained 
on your part ; then, then only, do I ask for your support. (Cheers*) 1 now turn 
to that formidable bug«bear which, from time to time as I have been upon the 
track of my noble friends in this contest, I have found has been left associated 
with the names of Cobden and Bright in connection with myself, in order to lead 
you to displace me and to elect one of these noble lords in my place. And here 
again I ask you not to be led away by assertions, not to be frightened by a bug- 
bear. I ask you again to look at my conduct. I dare say you have already 
watched it, and you will be able to judge whether my course in reference to those 
respected representatives of the largest constituencies in the country, and those 
persevering advocates of the free-trade policy, has been such as to lessen m v claim 
on your support ;~and you will have observed that it has been my misfortune 
repeatedly to oppose them in those opinions which they have felt it their dnty to 
support in the House of Commons. (Cheen*) There is no alliance between me and 
any other man, be he Mr. Cobden or any one else, than an alliance of principle. 
If I find a man agrees with me in an important principle, I rejoice to act with mm. 
I rejoice all the more if I find that he has been selected as the representative of 
the largest constituency in the empire ; and, whatever constituency a man may 
have been sent by, if I find him dangerous or unsafe, I shall always offer him my 
determined opposition. Why, Sir, the whole speech of my noble friend to-day, 
has been of men, not measures. And, indeed, he supports a government which 
have no measures except those which they have borrowed from their predecessors 
— every one of that goodly list of measures which has been paraded through the 
country, as coming from this able, this efficient, and this strong government, 
having been bequeathed to them in an advanced state of preparation by their 
predecessors, of whom I was one, and, as such, I am bound to say, I regard them 
as good measures, with the exception of the Militia BUI, the efficiency of whicli 
remains to be tested. I ask you to support men who take no pains to shroud 
their intentions. You on^ht to know what primtiples will guide your representa- 
tives before you tender them your support. For myself, I am prepared, if you 
send me again to parliament, to advocate the same principles which I have hitherto 
advocated and acted upon. With regard to a re-adjustment of taxation, it miiy 
be a most important subject, and it might be most beneficial ; but it is one which 
has been acted upon by both preceding governments. But if that prophecy which 
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the Cfhancellor of the Exchequer so lately indulged in at Newport Pa^ell, in an 
after-dinner speech, — and froni it, as such, we may be allowed to make some dis- 
counts'—if the goyernment, I say, after they haye left us in total ignorance as to 
their intentions so long, probably because they were in ignorance tbemselyes 
what they should do ~(a laugh) — if, in the flowing and glowing lani^uage of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, they, after all, succeed, as he anticipates, in ^ bring- 
ing forward measures which will be hailed with satisfaction by the whole of the 
great interests of the empire," there is no man who4yill giye them heartier support ■ 
than I shall ; any measures for this object shall receiye from me a candid and 
fair consideration, and to such measures I shall be glad to giye my adhesion and 
humble support, if I really belieye them calculated to benefit the agriculturists and 
the interests of the country generally. But I ask you not to suppose that burdens 
should be taken from the shoulders of one man to be placed on the shoulders of 
another ; I would abandon all attempts at class legislation, and haye you to seek 
in the general prosperity of the country your own future happiness and prosperity. 
(Loud <^teen.) Gentlemen, tliis government, although it has been silent as to its 
measures — and although the noble lord (Lord Ossulston) has not lifted the yeil 
which has hitherto shrouded their future policy, yet this goyernment is proclaimed 
to you by Lord Ossulston as the strongest goyernment that eyer existed, and is 
contrasted with the feebleness of the goyernment of which I had the honour to 
be a member, and as a test of that feebleness it is stated they were unable to carry 
out their own principles and measures. Yet, what do we find in the present 
administration ? Why, here is a goyernment which, if it had any principle of its 
own, it was the principle of protection, yet before it is well installed in office, it 
has been compelled to abandon that principle, and it now stands before you with 
claims supported only by the secrecy which it maintains, and by yague and indefinite 
promises, which I will yenture to predict will end only in disappointment and morti- 
fication. One word more as to our opponents' talk of maintaining the throne and 
constitution, and then I will take my leaye. When they talk of maintaining the con- 
stitution — when the Chancellor of the Exchequer, in another after-dinner meeting, 
says the existence of the present goyernment is essential to the maintenance of 
the constitution, I naturally reply, that if their principles had been successful, if 
they had succeeded in thwarting the beneyolent policy of Sir Robert Peel, if they 
had succeeded by their yarious motions while in opposition, in recoyering that 
policy, it would haye done more to create discontent and dissatisfaction through- 
out the country, that any man in this assemblage can imagine. {Gieen*) Yes, 
let me tell you this, that in the year 1848, when Europe was conyulsed in a man- 
ner we all too well remember, if the great body of the people had been left to com- 
plain of the injustice of the com laws, I doubt, when tneir loyalty and patriotism 
were appealed to as they were then, whether there would haye been that noble 
response which it was the happiness of the goyernment of this country in 1848 to 
receiye from a people who felt their wishes were respected by the legislature, and 
that parliament had done all it could to render ayailable to them the beneficent 
gifts of proyidence. It was this policy, I say, which induced the people of this 
country to respond to the appeal to their patriotism, and to rally round the throno 
and the constitution ; and we were indebted to the failure of the protectionists — 
to the defeat of their policy and plans, for the noble spectacle which the loyal and 
contented people of England then exhibited to Europe and the world. One word 
more also with regard to one of those political changes alluded to by m^ noble 
friend, — namely, the ballot or a system of secret yoting. I will only say this, that, 
thinking as I do that the adyantages and dangers of that system are both greatly 
exaggerated ; and, doubting, as I do, its efficiency, and not being forward to adopt 
it, I must say that those persons amongst us, who exercise an undue influence and 
coercion oyer honest yoters— (Mr.CoUingwood, of Glanton, here cried out ** Name, 
name, and no insinuations," and Sir George continued) — I am asked to name 
those who haye exercised undue influence oyer yoters, and who haye created on 
their part a demand for the ballot. I had almost said, their name was legion. 
CCheen and hvaea.j But I could name honourable exceptions to that, — of men who 
haye abstained from exercising their influence for the purpose of depriying the 
elector of the free exercise of that priyilege which the constitution places in his 
hand. I am happy to find that these practices are unpopular ; for I feel they are 
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the surest way to render the demand for the ballot irresistible by any goyemmeiit. 
I rejoice that the offence is indignantly denied. Those voters, who have told me 
they would have given me their votes, but have said, "you know how we are tied," 
— I hope after hearing the indignant deuial of Mr. CoUingwood and his friends, 
will feel released from their supposed previous obligations and vote only in my 
favour. 

Mr. CoUingwood (from the opposite side of the hustings) — I still call upon 
you. Sir, to name those individuals, and to make no insinuations. {2dueh exoUement,) 

Sir George Grey — Mr. CoUingwood has asked me to name the individuals to 
whom I have referred in my preceding observations. I speak in the presence of 
men who know what I say to be true. {Cheers and diaupprobation, and another cry of 
** name.**) I refuse, for the reasons I have stated, to name any individual. I only 
wish to say that men who have acted in this way do more than any arguments 
can do in favour of those who advocate the ballot ; and I tell Mr. CoUingwood if 
he calls upon me to repudiate the statement, that I speak in the presence of men 
who would scout me from these hustings if I repudiated it, because they know it 
to be true. {Cheers and hitses.) Gentlemen, I will not detain you much longer. I 
aUuded just now to the diff'erences of opinion which must exist in a large consti- 
tuency between individual members in that constituency and their representative, 
agreeing as they do in the general policy of their representative. I am not going 
now, after the length of time that has elapsed since these proceedings were 
opened, to address myself particularly to any measure. I may say this, however, 
that I feel deeply grateful to those who, notwithstanding their objection to certain 
measures supported by me, have generously tendered me their support, and shown 
that they are willing to make a generous and charitable allowance for the views 
which from a conscientious feeling I have taken. (Cheers.) Again, therefore, I 
tender here to-day, ray sincere, my hearty, and cordial thanks to those who have 
supported me before, and who are prepared to do so again, and again to show 
their attachment to those enlightened principles which it is my glory to maintain. 
{Cheers.) Gentlemen, if I detain you much longer, I am afraid I shall fall under 
the censure of my friend, Mr. Orde, who recommended Lord Ossulston because he 
thought a sUent member was the best member that you could choose. {Laughter.) 
I can only say to this that from the position I have occupied, it has been my duty 
to address the house frequently. If you think I have done so too often, — ^if yon 
think I have spoken too much {**no, no") I must be allowed to say that I should 
have a much easier life if I only came in for divisions, and if you make that a con- 
dition of your member, I should be happy to pair off with mv iriend Lord Ossulston 
'^{laughter and cheers )-— and to leave the debating to be conducted by others, whose 
constituents wish the voices of their representatives to be occasionally heard. 
Without some expression of your opinion to that effect, however, I shaU still feel 
it my duty on certain occasions to exert myself in advocacy of those principles 
which I believe to be conducive to your interest^ — I shall still, notwithstanding 
what has been said by my friend Mr. Orde, feel it my duty, when the House of 
Commons will listen to me, to address them on subjects of great importance. 
{Che^ers.) Gentlemen, as I said in my address, I know the powerful influences 
which are arrayed against me. I counted the cost when I entered into this contest. 
I was aware I should have to contend against a most formidable opposition, and I 
should gladly, if I had consulted my own ease, have left the field. But, gentlemen, 
so was I opposed at the last election ; yet you placed me triumphantly at the head 
of the poll, and I felt if I now deserted yoa, you might not be able to find another 
candidate— (CA^ers) — that you might not have been able to find a man, who, pro- 
fessing the same principles, would have offered himself to your acceptance, and 
whom I should gladly m my individual capacity have supported. C Applause, j 
I felt, therefore, that it was my duty to offer the^ free and independent elec- 
toi*s an opportunity to resist the invasion of the independence of the county, 
and the endeavour to deprive the liberal portion of the constituency of any voice 
in its representation. {Loud cheering, j I stand here, therefore, to fight not my 
battle, but your own. If you think I can serve you usefully, — ^if you think I have 
done nothing to forfeit your support, then I ask you to record your votes in my 
favour. On the independent electors of this division, I throw myself.— I ask not 
their support on personal grounds, but I hope I shaU again have the distinguished 
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honeur of reoeiving; a reiiewal of your confidence. I trust you will not under- 
value the opposition we shall have to meet with in combining against that 
combination of my noble friends by which I am opposed ; and that you will, there- 
fore, record you votes early, firmly, and in as many plumpers as you can. {Cheers ) 
If on the other hand, after hearing the opinions of the respective candidates, you 
are satisfied that I am an unfit man any longer to be trusted with a share of the 
representation of this division, — if you think I am a dangerous man to the con- 
ptitution^ I won't afterwards condescend to ask your support ; I shall feel some- 
what mortified at the result, but I shall retire to the ranks of those I have the 
honour to address with a grateful recollection of past experience, with a conviction 
in my own heart that I have endeavoured faithtully and efi&ciently to discharge 
my auty, yet bowing to your decision with deference. Gentlemen, I have now 
done my part. It remains for you to do yours. Nothing is left for me except 
to thank you for the attentive manner in which you have listened to the imper- 
fect observations — accidentally interrupted as they have been — which I have had 
the pleasure of fnaking. I ask you again, if you agree with me in principle, and 
wish to carry out those principles by means of a liberal representative, to give 
me your hearty, your prompt, and your cordial support, at the poll on Thursday 
next. (The right hon. baronet concluded amid loud clieers.) 

Lord Lovaine, on presenting himself, was received with loud cheering from 
tho large body of his supporters, which was responded to by clamour on the part 
of those arranged on the ** liberal" side. He was unable to proceed for some time 
owing to the noise which was kept up by a few inebriated individuals in front of 
the hustings, but, after persevering for some time» he obtained a hearing, and 
spoke nearly as follows. Mr. High Sheriff and Gentlemen : — 

It seems to me that you are not disposed to listen to any one who differs from 
you in political opinion. I quite agree with the hon. gentleman who seconded 
the nomination of my noble friend Lord Ossulston, that the fewer words which 
are employed upon these occasions the better for all parties. I come before you 
labouring under the disadvantage of having to reply to the practised eloquence 
of the Bight Hon. Baronet. I have been brought up a soldier, and been taught to 
do my duty, and not to talk about it, and I should have endeavoured to be as brief 
as possible on this occasion if it had not been that I consider myself as l^ing under 
a sort of challenge from the Bight Hon. Baronet at Morpeth to meet him face to 
face on these hustings I do not know whether you will think me successful or 
not in the arguments, but you shall judge whether I do not at least make a fair 
and straight-forward fight of it on this occasion. Jb irst and foremost I shall en- 
deavour to dear the ground. {Cheers,) The Bight Hon* Baronet has come down 
here and stated that he was suprised to meet a coalition between myself and 
Lord Ossulston. Gentlemen, I glory in the attempt to relieve the constituency 
from the imputation of allowing their voice to be stifled in the councils of 
the nation by returning a gentleman whose opinions I believe to be notoriously 
op];)08ite to those of the great majority of the electors of this county. {Applause,) 
Xms coalition has not been like the coalition at Hexham. It has been openly 
avowed, is well known, and is fair. There has been no declaration from one 
candidate disavowing a coalition, whilst his party were engaged in carrying it out 
with their utmost energy. The Bight Hon. Baronet has talked of intimidation and 
undue influence. I have stood two contests, in both of which I have been defeated, 
but in both of which I endeavoured to do my duty, and though defeated I have not 
resorted to die doleful complaints which Whig candidates, when defeated, are in 
the habit of making, I never heard a Whig candidate, who, after being defeated, 
did not say that Ms defeat was owing to undue influence and the exercise of 
intimidation, but when he is successful it is always the proper expression of an 
honest and conscientious opinion on behalf of the electors. This constituency has, 
I believO) resolved to shake off the yoke of a particular class of politicians, who 
have endeavoured to impose it on their necks. They are determined to rid them- 
selves of the individual who claims to represent an agricultural constituency 
under false pretences* The Bight Hon. Baronet has stated that he was a consistent 
advocate of free-trade. I ask him whether the motley government of which the 
Bight Hon. Baronet was a member did not go out of office because they could not 
impose an 8s- duty on the importation of foreign wheat. Such is the consistency 
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of the Whifip party, and sach was their conduct when engag^ed in a race for popu- 
larity with Sir Robert Peel* It was only after the celebrated letter which was 
written from Edinburi^^h by Lord John Kussell that a change came over thenii 
and they became favourable to a total abolition of the duty on corn. The Rig;ht 
Hon. Baronet rests his claim for support upon his past conduct in parliament, but, 
whatever may have been the ability which he has displayed, and the^ consistency 
of his own character, he is not justified in claiming for the party, with which he 
was associated, those virtues which he alone possesses. He asks upon what prin- 
ciples Lord Derby's Administration comes forward to claim the c<mfidence of the 
country. I will deal with that afterwards, but, in the first place, I think I have 
a right to ask the Right Hon. Baronet what are to be the open questions of the 
broad-bottomed administration which is to succeed Lord Derby's I The abolition 
of the monarchy I— the destruction of the House of Lords ! — ^the abolition of the 
union of Church and State f — ^for all these questions have been discussed by the 
new associaties of the Whigs in their assemblies. It is reported that the Right 
Hon. Baronet has said that he is not ashamed of joining them as allies, but he must 
excuse me for not believing this. I cannot believe that the man who stood so boldly 
and nobly in the gap when the institutions of this country were threatened by 
open violence from without, smd, if report says true, by treachery and cowardice 
within, within the last two years, will unite, without some feeling of shame, with 
these who have openly declared that capital owes no allegiance to crown or 
country, and have actually weighed the lives and properties of their fellow 
countrymen, and the honour of English women, against the money to be paid for 
their protection. (Cheen.) As to my opinions on free-trade, I defy the Right 
Hon. JBanmet to state any expression of mine inconsistent with the opinions I 
have professed. I said at Morpeth, and I repeat it, that free-trade is a good thing 
when nations reciprocally interchange commodities upon a fair system of duties 
levied for purposes of revenue^ and I believe that com forms no exception to the 
general rule, but I have already stated that any attempt to re-impose such a duty 
without the general consent of the nation would bennadvisableand dangerous, and, 
as there is no sign of such a consent, I will be no party to such a measure. But, the 
free-trade of the Right Hon. Baronet taxes one article and not another, and allows 
the foreigner to derive an undue advantage from the industry of the Englishman. 
This is the free-trade of the Right Hon. Baronet. (Hear, hear,) I think that 
the imposition of a moderate duty on all articles coming from the foreigner an 
advantage to the country, because the foreigner is thus made to bear part of 
the burthens imposed on the Englishman. {Hear, hear,) To show whatr our free- 
trukde. is this paper which I hold in my hand contains a list of ten articles which 
we are in the habit of exporting from this country, at an ad valorem duty of three 
per cent, while the duties imposed by foreign nations on articles which they im- 
port from us vary from seven per cent, in Holland, that being the lowest, to 105 
Eer cent, in Russia and Spain. CHecn; hear,) We hear of the prosperity said to 
ave been caused by the introduction of free-trade. This country does certainly 
enjoy a large amount of prosperity, and long may it do so, but I must remind you 
that the country had been prosperous before, most prosperous, under the influence 
of the most stringent com law. I doubt whether this prosperity is to be con- 
sidered altogether, the result of trade, for there are other causes that have been 
in operation of late. The influx of gold from California and Austpalia has, no 
doubt, produced considerable effect, and emigration has been going on to an 
enormous CKtent, which has necessarily created a great demand for labour. (Hear, 
hear.) (Here a drunken fellow in the crowd held up a big loaf, and a little loaf 
stuck on a stick, the crowd of liberal supporters shouting vociferouslyyand thus 
partially interrupting the proceedings.) As to laboar here, it is well known that, 
were it not for the money which the landlords have been obliged to expend in 
draining, in order to keep their land in cultivation, the labourer would have found 
out before bow that ft cheap loaf and no wages to buy it with was a very bad 
bargain for him. We have been told that Lord Derby's Government have not 
declared their principles. T think they were quite right. {Hear, hear,) If they 
had done so, the object of the Whigs would have been to defeat them in every 
respect. (A^pfUwae,) The Right Honourable Baronet has said that all the re- 
lief he comd. give the farmers, would not have amounted to a penny in the ponndi* 

D 
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(HeoTy hear*) It is a pity the Right Hon. Baronet would not jsrive even that, for, 
at least, it would have been a sign that he wishes to do something for you. {Hear, 
hear, and applause,) Whereas, neither he, nor his colleagues, have ever at- 
tempted to bring forward the slightest measure of relief. He says he can't — 
won't do anvthiag. Then, we say, let us try our hand. The Right Hon. Bar- 
onet says that all the measures of Lord Derby have been stolen from the 
Whigs. Alas, for these unfortunate Whigs ! (Loud and protracted Cheering,) 
They were seven years in office, and, during the whole of that long period,^ we 
heard nothing whatever of those admirable and excellent measures the credit oi 
which they now claim — measures which Lord Derby was enabled to pass in the 
course of as many weebs, f Applause.) The Bight Hon. Baronet says that 
nothing can be done to relieve the agricultural interests. It is all very well^ to 
say that nothing can be done. I ask the Right Hon. Baronet whether anything 
has ever been tried for the relief of the agricultural party by the government of 
which he was a member ? (Hear^ hear.) I call upon the opposition party to point 
out even a single attempt. (Hear, hear.) Yes, I recollect one, they passed an 
act to relieve rarmers, who could prove that they derived no profit^ from their 
farms, from the income tax ; but, there was one littlo clause added which clogged 
the boon with the proviso that the party claiming the benefit of the act should 
swear that he had no other source of income, and so, gentlemen, farmers must go 
on paying income tax because they are not making money. Allusion has been 
made to the circumstances under which I came here as a candidate for your 
isufirages. I came here in compliance with two requisitions which I here show 
you^ the first having been signed by twenty-three, independent tenant farmers 
and occupiers of land in this countv, representing a rental of £38,000 per annum, 
and desiring me to come forward in conjunction with Lord Ossulston. After 
this, what would have been said of me, if I had not come forward ! I say it was 
my duty to come forward, and I have done my duty ; and yet I am to be told 
it is a matter of wonder that I should have come forward, and that a coalition 
should have been formed between myself and Lord Ossulston. (Hear, hear^ and 
applause,) The Right Hon. Baronet has also brought a charge against us of having 
used intimidation, or coercion, I should have said, in order to procure votes. Now, 
I put it to you, on which side coercion has been exercised, when I state that the 
Right Hon. Baa-onet canvassed the Western District of the County, accompanied 
by a paid Commissioner of Her Majesty's Government — {hear, hear) — and that in 
consequence I have been refused the votes of the Greenwich Hospital Estate 
Tenants, though they openly stated that they wished to vote for me. There are 
the Widdringtcm Tenants, too ; I could tell a story about the influence exercised 
m>on thenh as the Right Honourable Baronet's supporters well know {Hear, hear,) 
The Right Hon. Baronet has referred to the extension of the franchise. I am 
liot myself opposed to an extension of the franchise, provided that sufficient safe- 
guards are taken to protect the rights of property — ^to prevent the beggar being 
placed above the owner of property, the fool above the wise man, and the faggot 
voter above the independent farmer. {Cheers,) Lord John Russell promised a re- 
form bill, in which the influence of property should be respected, and how did he 
keep his word I Why, as the Whigs silways do. He proposed to give the fran- 
chise to the beggars on the streets of London, and place them upon a level with 
the richest merchants, the wisest philosophers, and the most industrious trades- 
men in the greatest city of the world. {Hear, hear, and cheers.) His lordship has 
proclaimed that the Chandos Clause was the greatest blot in the Keform Bill of 
1832. Do not forget that the noble lord would have refused the fifty pound 
tenant-farmer the franchise which he allowed to the lowest forty shilling free- 
holder of the most beggarly village in the kingdom. {Hear,) As to the ballot, of 
which the Right Hon. Baronet has spoken, I am no friend to it, but I venture to 
predict that it will not be carried into eflect till the Whigs have found themselves 
in a minority, and till they think that they can recover some popularity by ad- 
vocating it. (Hear, hear.) With regard to the re-imposition ot a duty on foreign 
com, I have already stated my opinion fully. {Ap^use.) I will not refer to the 
subject of the Navigation Laws further than to observe that the great commercial 
port of Liverpool has shewn its sense of its obligation to Free trade by electing 
two members decidedly opposed to it, and kicking out the Free-traders, as has 
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likewifie been the case— (cAe^r^) — ^in the neighbouring borough of Tynemouth. 
{Chsen,) Bat, gentlemen, I have said enough respecting the opinions expressed 
by the Riglit Hon. Baronet, and I have only now to state in a few words my 
future course, should you do me the honour of sending me as your representative 
to parliament. I am, as I have told you in my address, firmly attached to the 
Established Church, and I am a thorough Protestant — ^but I consider it my duty 
to maintain the rights and franchises of every Englishman, without considering 
what sect he belongs to. But I will never consent to putting the Jew upon the 
same footing as regards legislation as the Christian. As to the Roman Catholics, 
I think that as long as the laws are observed, it is no business of mine to inquire 
what is the religious belief of any Englishman. I would have scorned the idea of 
insulting the Romaii Catholics by writing such a letter as the *' famous mummery" 
one of Lord John Russell ; but, I certainly would never have originated a measure 
intended to be evaded, in order to curry favour with them. Allusion has been 
made to my former expressions regarding monasteries. I am ready to repeat 
them — to repeat that the laws and regulations which are found necessary in every 
Catholic country in Europe are equally necessary in England — and that t consider 
it the first duty of the legislature to secure every Englishman and woman against 
the possibility of punishment or imprisonment, except under sentence of a proper 
court of justice* Now, gentlemen, I have occupied your attention long enough, 
and I have only to say that there is not a doubt of the success of my fnend Lord 
Ossulston and myself, provided you will turn a deaf ear to the insidous attempts 
of those who would persuade you that you are doing either of us a favour by 
plumping instead of splitting between us, and I trust that our advesaries, having 
indulged themselves in a little noise, will imitate the good humour with which 
we bore our defeat on a former occasion, and that it will be as it was then, that 
the contest in North Northumberland was the most good humoured, well con- 
ducted, and gentleman-like one that has occurred thoroughout England. Do but 
come early to the poll on the days of voting, and I shall have nothing left to do 
but to thaiik you for having placed me in triumph at the head of the poll as your 
representative in the future parliament. And I trust that you will never have 
occasion to think that I have neglected that which I believe to be the first and 
principal duty of a member of parliament. I mean — never to vote for a bad measure, 
or refuse assent to a good one by whomsoever that measure may be proposed. 
{Loud applause. ) 

There are many incidents deserving of notice, in a record of these proceed- 
ings, but the length to which our report extends, prevents us entering upon 
them in the form of publication now adopted. On the Sheriff proceeding to take 
a show of hands, Mr. Samuel Donkin, of By well, stood forward to propose a 
Question to the candidates, which again caused a protracted interruption of the 
business. The Sheriff decided that the stiow of hands should first be taken, and 
afterwards Mr. Donkin could address the meeting. With this decision Mr. 
Donkin complied. 

The Sheriff then required a show of hands in favour of Lord Ossulston, 
when an immense display of *' fives" was exhibited ; next in favour of Sir Geo. 
Grey, which called forth the shirtless arms of his **• leagued" friends in goodly 
numbers ; and lastly in favour of Lord Lovaine, when the display was again on 
the left of the hustings, evincing that more than one-half of the assembly were 
in his lordship's £Eivour, 

The Sheriff' then said that the show of hands in favour of the two Conserva- 
tive Candidates was so nearly equal that it was somewhat difficult to decide in 
whose favour it was made. But» gentlemen, my own impartial and unbiassed 
judgment is that the majority was in favour of Lord Ossulston and Lord Lovaine. 
Great applause followed this announcement, and Sir George Grey addressed a 
few words to the meeting to the effect that the Sheriff had arrived at a sati^ac- 
tory decision. The Hon. H. T. Liddell then stepped forward to address the 
assemblage, but the confusion which ensued prevented a single sentence which 
he uttered from being heard. Sir George Grey proposed a vote of thanks to the 
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SheriflF, which was seconded by Lord Ossulston, after which the meeting was 
dissolredy and the friends of the respective candidates proceeded to the committee 
rooms to prepare for the " tug of war," which was appointed to come off on the 
Thursday and Friday, and which has, as anticipated, terminated in the complete 
rescue of the Northern Division of the County from Whig thraldom. 



After leaving the hustings, the candidates and their supporters proceeded in 
procession to their respective hotels, preceded by bands of music. The two 
noble lords having reached the White Swan, 

Lord Ossulston presented himself at the window, and addressed the crowd in 
the street :— 

He briefly returned thanks for the large l&how of hands which had been made 
in his favour and in tbat of his noble friend, Lord Lovaine. He trusted that his 
friends would repair early to the poll on Thursday, and he had every confidence 
that the result would be to return them both triumphantly. 

Lord Lovaine then came forward and said :— 

As he felt they ifvouid by this time be pretty tired of hearing speeches he 
would cut his thanks to them, for the very large show of hands they had made in 
his favour, shorter than they d' served. He begged to thank them for the very 
kind and cordial manner in which they had met him, and for the many tokens of 
their esteem and goodwill which he had received since he commenced the contest. 
{Cheers*) And he could not for a moment doubt that the result of the poll on 
Thursday and Friday would be found to consummate that success which had 
attended his noble friend, Lord Ossulston, and himself since the commencement 
of their canv^iss, {Loud cheers.) He had only now to request his friends not to 
let the triumph of to-day carry them beyond the bounds of good feeling towardg 
their opponents. He flattered himself that he could point not only to the meeting 
to-day, but to the proceedings attending the last election, and ask whether the 
conduct of his supporters was not such as to set an example to the Whigs. {Great 
applause,) His lordship concluded by expressing the hope that he would be 
returned at the head of the poll, to achieve which he trusted that his friends 
would proceed early to the poll on Thursday. {Loud cheers^ 

Loud calls were then made for the Hon. H. T. LiddeU, and that gentleman 
stood forward amid renewed cheers. He said : — ^ 

Gentlemen, — I thank you cordially for the reception you have given me ; 
and, allow me to say, that I know well to what I am to attribute your kindness. 
(Applause.) I allude, gentlemen, to the victory which has just vindicated the 
independence of the Southern Division of this County — {cheers) — ^by the decision 
of that constituency in favour of a relative of mine, very near and dear to me. 
(Apptaase.) Gentlemen, I would not have presented mvseif to the multitude in 
front of the hustings to-day, had not some expressions fallen from the Right Hon. 
Baronet, Sir Geo. Grey, which seemed to call for some explanation and interposi- 
tion from myself. (Loud cheers^ But, as I was refused the privilege of a hear- 
ing from the multitude in front of the hustings — and I beg you to understand 
that it was not from any desire to shrink from doing so, but simply from the 
physical impossibility of making myself heard that I did.not persevere ; but gentle- 
men, with your leave, s^hough I do it with regret in the absence of the Hight 
Hon. Baronet, yet, as I see before me gentlemen connected with the press taking 
notes of what I am now saying, I am glad that I am indulged with the oppor- 
tunity of. saying here what I could not say on the hustings, and besides being 
spared the trouble of putting into print, in the shape of a letter, specially a£ 
dressed to the Right Hon. Baronet, the observations I now feel it my duty to 
make. {Applause.) Gentlemen, unfortunately, perhaps, I should say, I have had 
sonrie experience in contested elections ; and never yet have I heard a defeated 
Liberal candidate retire from the poll, and nevefr yet have I heard a Liberal 
candidate expect a defeat — {loud cHieers) — without heanng them making use of the 
stock phrases " coercion" and •* intimidation" in connection with •* the ballot." 
{Laughter and cheers,) Now, gentlemen, talking of coercion and intimidation — 
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charges which Sir George Grey did not hesitate to hring against his opponents in 
this contest — if any one wishes, I will give him an excellent specimen of the 
exercise of-— I will not say coercion, hnt of the influence made use of at the 
election for South Northumberland. (Loud and ^protracted cheering.) Gentle- 
men, I may say, in passing, that it is not because my son has won that 
election that I feel particularly elated at the matter. I do rejoice that he has 
shown himself worthy of his race, and has not derogated anything from the 
(^aracterof a gentleman; but I especially rejoice at the result of that election, 
aided, as he has been, by the cordial support of the friends who assisted him, and 
that he has been enabled to achieve the independence of the Southern Division, 
from the combined influence of the Newcastle Radicals and the Lead Miners of 
Allendale. {Loud eheert.) Now, gentlemen, when Sir George Grey, upon the 
hustings to-day, gave utterence to the unhappy words ^ coercion" and ^ intimida- 
tion," he was very hard pressed to name the parties to whom he imputed those 
practices. He refused — {hear and cheert) — and he wafted off by saying that '< their 
name was le&rion." (Laughter,) But I shall not follow the Right Hon. Baronet's 
evasion. I shall state to you, distinctly and plainly, the facts of those cases 
of coercion to which I allude in the Southern Division. (Hearyheary and cheers,) 
I appeal to the records of that election for its veracity, and I defy any individual 
to contradict it. It appears, then, speaking of the influence of the compact liberal 
party of Newcastle-upon-Tyne, that upon the poll for Newcastle, the conser- 
vative candidate was only a few units below Mr. Ridley, and had seven more 
than Mr. Beaumont. At North Shields, Mr. Liddell headed the poll. {Cheers.) 
At Hexham, though a few below Mr. Beaumont, he was a hundred and fifty 
above Mr. Ridley. At Stamfordham he headed the poll by a large majority ; at 
Haltwhistle he headed the poll' by a large majority ; and the same at Belling- 
ham ; but in the district of Allendale, which is well known to be under the in* 
fluence of Mr. Beaumont, it appears from the return, that Mr. Beaumont and Mr. 
Ridley polled splits man for man very nearly three hundred votes, while Mr. 
Liddell only polled forty-three. (Applause,) Talk to me of coalition with those 
votes before me. {Cheers,) Talk to me of intimidation with such a return as I 
now hold in my hand. {Loud cheers.) . In the district of Allendale my son, Mr. 
Liddell, went up the first day, and sat in the polling booth, unknown to the other 
parties there, with all the patience of Job, for nearly three hours, and heard vote 
after vote recorded against him. After sitting there for a long period, a single 
vote was recorded for Mr. Liddell, on which he arose and thanked the elector who 
had recorded it, to the surprise of all, who did not know he was present {Loud 
cheers.) A short time afterwards one of the voters who had polled against Mr. 
Liddell came to him, and, taking him by the hand, said, ** I have been obliged, I 
have been compelled to vote against you, but it is a damned bad business." 
{Hear, hear, and applause,) I have used the very terms employed by the voter ; as I 
think you will agree with me that the profaneness of the expression is redeemed 
by its honesty and sincerity. (Applause.) I am only stating facts which will be 
fully made known when the statistics of the poll are published. With regard to 
the number of plumpers polled for Mr. Liddell, and the split votes between Mr. 
Beaumont and Mr. Ridley, I was prepared to expect such a result. {C^ers.) And 
although Mr. Beaumont, I believe with all sincerity, disavowed in his own person, 
and on behalf of the party who supported him, any coalition, he had better not 
have done so. (Cheers.) If a coalition was entered into, it ought not to have been 
openly disavowed at Hexham, and secretly carried out in the course of the can- 
vass. (Hear, hear,) The votes that have been recorded show that this coalition 
was positive and decided. (Applause.) But, supposing we had lost the Southern 
Division, we should not have come forward and proclaimed that it had been lost 
. through coercion and intimidation, and held out the expectation of the ballot. 
(Cheers.) 1 have another point to state with reference to the present elcNction. I have 
not canvassed a single vote for either of my honourable and noble friends, but I 
have seen, and seen with sorrow, a gentleman, whom I otherwise greatly respect 
and esteem, taking a course which would have been better avoided m a gentleman 
of his cloth. I refer particularly to a gentleman whom I have no hesitation in 
naming, the Rev. Mr. Goodenough, who has during this election scoured the 
county for votes in favour of his party. Now, Gentlemen, I must not be misun- 
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dorstood. I am far from saying (hat a clergyman has not a perfect right to main- 
tain his own political opinions and even to canvass for votes on behalf of his 
part^, but I maintain that this should be done with the greatest moderation and 
discretion. The moment a clergyman departs from that character which especially 
appertains to his holy calling, and assumes the garb and adopts the language of a 
heated political partizan, he forgets the duties of his mission amongbt us ^ he is 
Bare to give much offence, and he lays himself open to the imputation of inflaming 
politiciu^ animosities, and setting neighbour against neighbour. Much more might 
be said in the present instance, but 1 forbear. I think its a subject of very great 
importance, for when a clergyman enters the dwelling of those whom he is accus- 
tomed to visit in the exercise of parochial duty, on such an errand, he may render 
himself liable to a great degree of jealousy and suspicion ; and if any such feeling 
should e^isthereafter in tbepresentcase,the reverend gentleman has only himself to 
blame. For, instead of fulfilling thedivine mission, and spreading peace on earth and 
good-will amongst men, such a course is calculated to set man against man, and 
diminish the influence which a clergyman ought to exercise. 

After returning thanks for the enthusiastic manner in which he had been 
received, and the attention with which he had been heard, the honourable gentle- 
man retired amidst loud and protracted cheering.

THE TRIUMPH OF THE TWO CONSERVATIVES IN NORTH 

NORTHUMBERLAND. 



The election for the Northern Division of the County of NorthumherlaDdySays 
the Newcastle Journal^ of July 24, has termiuated triumphantly, as we anticipated 
it would, in favour of fair and reasonable protection to native industry, as repre- 
sented, on this occasion, by the two noble lords who presented themselves as candi- 
dates for the suffrages of the electors. Sir George Grey, acknowledged to be the 
best of the " family circle," has been defeated— disowned by the county, which, a 
few years ago, cashiered his cousiu, the noble earl, the present Lord Lieutenant. 
The latter found a harbour of refuge in the port of Sunderland. Sir George 
may now retreat to, and seek shelter in, the close nomination borough of Morpeth. 
That he will be long excluded from Parliament is improbable. A statesman of 
such respectable abilities, as he possesses, will have no difficulty in finding a con- 
stitutency to return him to the House of Commons. That he has been cast out 
of Northumberland solely on political grounds, no one is prepared to deny. The 
battle fought in the Northern Division has been pre-eminently one of principle. 
Against Sir G«orge Grey personally, censure was not even whispered ; on the 
contrary, the nominators and seconders of the two noble lords paid a just tribute 
to the personal qualifications of the Right Hon. Baronet, while they avowed 
themselves opposed to the doctrines of the Manchester School of politicians, with 
which he has unfortunately allied himself. On that ground alone has Sir 
George been dismissed from the representation of the county. It has been often 
remarked that when a ^* liberal" candidate is defeated, imputations of bribery 
and undue influence, of coercion and intimidation, are unsparingly brought 
against the successful party ; and such has been the case in the present instance. 
Sir Greorge, in his speech at the nomination of candidates, anticipating the fate 
that awaited him, introduced the subject, hackniedasit is, but when challenged 
to name the cases to which he referred, he evaded the pointed interrogatory, 
and discreditably attempted to cover his retreat from a position which he could 
not maintain, by asserting that their name was " legion." In the newspaper 
organ of the *' liberal" party published yesterday similarjmputationsare made, 
in general terms. We leave thlB facts to speak for themselves. When is ever 
the voice of an independent constituency heard ! Only, it seema^ when it pro- 
nounces in favour of a ** liberal" candidate ! The assertion is absolutely too 
contemptible and ridiculous either to contradict or attempt to refute by argu- 
ment. Of Whig influence and intimidation numerous instances could be 
brought forward were we so disposed. The Grey influence in the county, such 
as it is, has been brought to bear in this election to its fullest extent, but many 
of those upon whose support Sir George might reasonably have calculated, have 
by their independent votes unmistakeably indicated their opinions of the fiee- 
trade measures, so called, that the government of which he was a member have 
attempted to carry out. Tillside and Tweedside spoke in a voice of thunder 
throughout the division, and denounced the sentiments avowed by the noble 
owner of Learmouth and West Chevington. One recreant of the Grey retainers 
merits sincere sympathy ; for, after ** knocking down," under questionable 
conditions, the farm stock of his noble patron, he chivalrously undertook to 
prop the fallen fortunes of the Hon. Baronet at the nomination on Monday, 
with a speech from the hustings which nobody heard and nobody has reported. 
The Greys are at a discount in their native county. The Whigs are at a dis- 
count everywhere. From broad Northumberland the mandate has been issued 
— ^the anathema fulminated against the ** family cabinet" — and the rejection of 
Sir George Grey will produce — ^indeed has already produced a great moral effect 
upon the country. 
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THE POLLING— FIRST DAY. 

The polling for the North Northumberland Election took place on Thursday 
and Friday, July the 22nd and 23rd, 1852, in the several districts of the division, 
throughout the whole of which the greatest degree of excitement prevailed. 
Arrangements were made under the direction of the Sheriff to bring the ac- 
counts of the voting, at stated periods, to Alnwick, whence they were trans- 
mitted by rail and telegraph to the great seats of population throughout tlie 
kingdom. In Newcastle-upon-Tyne, Alnwick, Morpeth, and other towns in 
the county, the greatest degree of interest was excited, and groups of individuals 
assembled in front of the office of the Newcastle Journal to learn intelligence 
of the polling as communicated on its arrival. The first publication was made 
in the course of the afternoon, of the gross poll at twelve o'clock, the numben 
being as follows : —

The distance between Elsdon and the central polling station, Alnwick, the 
capital of the county, caused some delay in furnishing the returns complete up 
to any given hour, and the telegraphic wires not having been yet laid down be- 
•tween Bilton and Alnwick, a still further delay was the necessary consequence. 
At a late hour in the evening, however, the following satisfactory return was 
received and posted : —

The announcement of these numbers was tantamount to closing the poll. 
Crest-fallen and unhappy Whigs received the discomfiture with dismay, and 
strolled about in helpless inefficiency, endeavouring to console themselves with 
the belief, which they could not seriously entertain, that the official returns 
printed at and issued from the Journal office were incorrect. False returns were 
circulated in almost every direction, and exhibited at the vestibule of the Black 
Bull Committee Room of Sir George Grey, but they failed to produce their 
intended effect— a diversion of popular feeling in favour of the Honourable 
Baronet. The only accurate returns emanated from the office of the Newcastle 
JournaJy which was besieged both on Thursday and Friday for the latest informa- 
tion ; and that was supplied by furnishing returns from the several districts at 
the close of the poll : —

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Thus has the greatCounty of Northumberland repudiated the one-sided, free- 
import doctrines of Sir George Grey, and his political associates of the Manchester 
School. All honour to the sons of broad Northumbria I In the^last election 
for the Northern Division of Northumberland, which took place in August, 
]847» there polled for Sir George Grey 1366, for Lord Ossulston 1247, for Lord 
Lovaine 1236. 

Honour to Northumberland ; it has done its duty ! Honour to the mem- 
bers, for they have done theirs, and fought the best battle that has yet been 
decided in England ! ! The town of Alnwick throughout the polling days was 
in great excitement, but the most peaceable conduct was observed by the great 
mass of the people. After the close of the poll on Friday afternoon the town became 
a little excited in consequence of the expectations that were formed of the results 
of the distant poll booths. This, however, soon settled down under the convic- 
tion that let those returns be what they might. Lord Lovaine and Lord Ossulston 
were duly elected members for North Northumberland. 



DECLARATION OF THE POLL. 

The official declaration of the poll for the Northern Division of the County 
of Northumberland took place at Alnwick on Monday, July 26th, and though 
the number assembled was scarcely so large as that on the day of nomination, the 
spacious Market Place, where the hustings were erected in front of the Town 
Hall, and all the avenues leading into it, were densely crowded. This was in 
some degree attributable to the unpropitious state of the weather, rain having 
fallen with little intermission during the whole of the morning, and continued 
till the proceedings were over. All the windows of the houses commanding a 
view of the scene were filled with spectators chiefly of the fair sex, while those 
of the splendid Assembly Room presented an array of female beauty and loveli- 
ness such as few counties in the kingdom could equal and none surpass. The 
two noble lords proceeded to the hustings from their committee room at the 
White Swan Inn, at the head of an immense phalanx of supporters, marching 
four a-breast ; each of their lordships being accompanied by his proposer and 
seconder. The procession, which was headed by bands of music, and decorated 
with innumerabe banners borne in front by a number of stalwart yeomen 
of the county, presented an imposing and truly magnificent appearance. 
On reaching the entrauce to the Market Square, the musicians and banner- 
bearers filed off, and the noble lords, amid the enthusiastic cheering of the 
assembled multitude, ascended the hustings, there to receive another succession 
of complimentary plaudits from their numerous friends, that completely 
smotheTCd the shouts and hisses with which the rough, boisterous supporters of 
the defeated candidate sought to assail the members elect. Upon the whole, 
however, it may be remarked that the hirelings of the Right Hon Baronet in 
front of the hustings exhibited some degree of decorum as compared with their 
conduct at the nomination. "Titly Whig" was not in his " pride of place," and 
it was evident the beer barrels had been exhausted, or the supplies refused, for 
there was less inebriation among the ragged and half-starved Irishmen, and haggard 
navigators from the banks of the Tweed. Sir G«orge Grey approached the 
hustings from his committee room at the Star Hotel, through the avenue of the 
Town Hall, and, on making his appearance, he was, of course^ received with 
acclamation by his friends, as a solace for his defeat, which he seemed to bear 
with greater magnanimity than might been expected under the circumstances. 
As the character of a meeting is to a large extent indicated by the parties who 
attend and occupy a prominent position in it, we give the following list, 
necessarily imperfect, however, from the difficulty of extending it, of the gentle-

The High Sheriff, Thos. Wood Craster» Esq. who was accompanied by the 
Under-Sheriff, Henry Wm. Fenwick, Esq. having arrived, the official declara- 
tion of the poU was made. The High-Sheriff, addressing the electors, said he 
had cast up the number of votes as they appeared in the lK)oks for the different 
«*andidateB, and he now openly declared the state of the poll to be — 

For Lord Lovaine 1414 votes. 

For Lord Ossulston 1333 votes. 

For Sir Geo. Grey, Bart 1300 votes. 

He, therefore, declared Lord Lovaine and Lord Ossulston to be duly 
elected two knights of the shire, to serve for the Northern Division of the 
County of NorUiumberland in the ensuing parliament. The announcement 
was received with loud cheering by the supporters of the Noble Lords, but the 
discomfitted adherents of the fc£en fortunes of the Whigs appeared awftilly cast 
down, while the rueful countenance of the Right Hon. i^ronet himself indicated 
the deepest mortification and annoyance at the result. After the tumult which 
followed the official declaration had partially subsided.

Lord Lo7aiiie, M.P. preseuted himself^ and was received with loud and 
most enthasiastic applause by his numerous supporters, and by hissing and 
other marks of disapprobation by the friends of the defeated candidate. After 
the interruption had partially ceased his lordship proceeded to address the 
meeting. He said : — 

Gentlemen, I belieye that the announcement which lias just been made by 
the High Sheriff of this County will give much gratification to the greater num- 
ber of persons in this assembly. (Guen ) Whilst I may be permitted to express 
my legitimate exultation at that announcement which proclaims our triumph on 
this occasion— (and I say, gentlemen, that I think my noble friend and myself 
have true, just, and legitimate cause of exultation) — ^yet I rejoice, and I am con- 
vinced he also rejoices, far more in the success of the cause in which we are en- 
gaged than in the mere pleasure of onr own personal success. {Cheerty and muoh 
noiwfrom the opponte party,) If there is a little less noise perhaps we shall get 
through the basiness of the day a little quicker. I do not wish to detain you 
longer than is necessary, but if you will not listen to me, I must content myself 
and listen to you. (After a pause the noble lord proceeded.) It is said that we 
ought always to have some reflection to moderate onr joy upon such occasions as 
these, and if I needed any reminiscence to induce humility, it would be found in 
the recollection that I stood formerly in a very different position- upon these hust- 
ings. {Hear, hear.) But, as upon that occasion, the mortification of defeat was 
mitigated hy the feeling that I had been beaten by the ablest and best antagonist 
that the ranks of the opposite party could procure throughout the empire-— (A^ar, 
hear, and cheers) — so now my joy is moderated by the knowledge that I must by 
my success deprive the country of the advantage, the wisdom, and experience, the 
tried talents, and services of the Right Hon. E^onet. {Cheers,) But, gentlemen, I 
have no doubt itwillnotbefor a long time, and that through the means of some other 
constituency he and I may have yet the pleasure of voting together upon subjects 
of general advantage to the nation in the ensuing Parliament. {Applause,) And 
now, I address myself, while upon this point, to the Right Hon. Baronet and his 
friends. My attention has been called to certain terms which I am represented to 
have used on Monday last. {Hear, hear.) I believe the Right Hon. Baronet will be 
me the justice to bear me witness that I have invariably, and upon every occa- 
sion, deprecated any sort of personality, and that I have endeavoured to infuse as 
little hostility as possible into the contest in which I have been engaged with him. 
(Applause,) Gentlemen, I have done so not only out of esteem for the character 
of my right hon. friend, but because I am anxious when we leave the hustings we 
may meet, as we have done hitherto, upon terms of mutual good will and friend- 
ship. (Applause,^ Having said this, I am sure that I need not make any ex- 
planation to the Right Hon. Baronet himself of the terms which I am reported to have 
used on that occasion ; but, it may be a satisfaction to his friends for me to state 
that the expression alluded to, namely '' false pretences" did not and could not attach 
toanywordsoractionsof the Right Hon.Baronet^but were meantsimply to convey the 
idea that he did not represent truly the opinions of the majority of this constituency. 
Gentlemen, I have said that I rejoice that I have triumphed in the cause of Con- 
servatism, because I feel convinced that the cause is identified with the belief 
that the institutions of this country are the gift of a higher power than any earthly 
one, and that they ought to be improved in the using, like all gifts from that 
source, for the advantage of all classes, and with the concurrence of all classes, 
in contradistinction to too large a class of politicians, who seem to think that they 
originate in, and depend upon, the mere expression of the popular opinion of the 
moment — {Hear, hear, and applause.) — the popular cry which is notoriously the 
most fickle and fleeting of political elements. In other countries, where instead 
of being taken as a warning and an indication it has been taken as the leader and 
guide, it has invariably produced strife and anarchy, the confusion we have re- 
cently witnessed in almost every part of the world, ending in the introduction of 
despotism and the utter extinction of true liberty. {Hear, hear.) Gentlemen, I 
**will not detain you much longer, because I see the state of the weather is not 
very propitious. I will conclude by giving to those who have suppoi-ted me my 
most hearty thanks. First, they are due to the great mass of the landed pro- 
prietors of this division, nine-tenths of whom I am proud to reckon amongst my 
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supporters in this contest. (C%^ers.) Next, I must express my wannest thanks 
te the tenant farmers and occupiers of the soil ; and I hereby declare that 
having canvassed the whole of this division, north, south, east, and west, I never 
met a body of men more remarkable for intelligence, energy, and independence^ 
than the tenant farmers of the County of Northumberland. {Loud eheen,) My 
thanks are also due, and they are paid from the bottom of my heart, to the free- 
holders of the county who have so freely and so zealously assisted in securing the 
victory which we now celebrate. {Applaute.) I would not omit thanking those 
atsO) who, having no votes themselves, have encouraged me by their almost uni- 
versal wishes for my success. (Applause.) Gentlemen, I will go still further ; 
and I will thank my opponents, for I can truly say that throughout the whole of 
the canvass which has just terminated I have met with nothing but universal 
civility from those who have differed from me in opinion — I say universal civility 
because I do not think the few noisy persons who caused the interruption on 
Monday last constitute an exception, as I am convinced that they did not belong 
to this division of the county. (Heary hear.) But I shall best prove my gratitude 
by the diligent discharge of my duties in parliament {Cheen) I will promise 
you that no exertions shall be wanting on my part zealously and enertretically to 
fulfil the trust confided to me as your representative, and I need only add that 
when I shall stand again upon these hustings I am perfectly certain you will do 
me the justice to say that 1 have fearlessly, conscientiously, and honourably ful- 
filled the promises to you which I here make. {Loud cheen.) I would foin leave 
these hustings with the belief that no person in this assembly entertains any 
unkindly feeling towards me ; and I take my leave of you with QYery wish for 
your prosperity and happiness in your several stations in life. Gentlemen, with 
my warmest and most cordial thanks, I now bid you farewell. (Loud cheers 
followed the close of the noble lord's address.) 

Lord Ossulston, M.P. next came forward to address the assemblage, and was 
received with much enthusiasm by his friends and supporters. He said : — 

Gentlemen, the declaration of the High Sheriff this day has again placed 
me in the honourable position of one of your representatives. {Applause.) This 
renewed mark of your confidence has added another debt of gratitude to the 
tnany which I owe you for the proofs of good-will and hearty support I have 
always received at your hands. {Cheers.) We have had an arduous struggle ; but 
we have^ fought a good fight, and have won the battle. {Loud ekeers,) And I hope, 
now it is concluded, that all unpleasant personal feeling will be at an end, and 
that no one will seek to stir up the animosities of party, which can do no good, 
and ought not, therefore, to be uselessly prolonged. (Hear, hear,) I do not 
ascribe to myself any higher claim to your favour than that of having maintained 
with fidelity the principle! I have always professed — I mean the great principles 
of Conservatism, which are not opposed to progress, but merely to reckless innova- 
tion. {Cheers.) I know that it is from no personal merit that you have chosen 
me in preference to the Right Hon. Baronet. It has been a fair battle of principle 
between us. {Cries of ^ hear" and *' no, no.") I hail the triumph of my noble 
friend and myself on this occasion — not in honour of myself and my colleague 
alone, but in honour of our cause. {Loud applause andhitses.) I have now once more 
to renew my hearty thanks to you for your kindness and support. I shall 
earnestly endeavour to merit the honour you have again conferred upon me by dis- 
charging, to the utmost of my ability, and with the greatest fidelity, the trust you 
have committed to my hands. {Cheers.) I trust you will find your interests safe 
in my keeping. I would not support any government that did not act on that 
principle. 1 thank you most sincerely for the kindness shewn to me upon all 
occasions, and especially for the attention with which you have listened to the obser- 
vations I have just made. 

Sir Geo. Grey, Baronet, the defeated candidate, then came forward to address 
the assemblage, and was received with loud applause by the motley group who 
supported him. He spoke nearly as follows : — 

Gentlemen, — I have but yery few words to address to you on the present 
occasion, and these shall not be words of disappointment and regret. (Applauae. ) 
When I engaged in the contest which is now about to be brought to a close, I 
was not unaware of the formidable nature of the opposition with which I should 
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have to contend. I certainly hoped that the struggle on which I had entered 
would prove a successful one, but I knew that it would be what it has proved ta 
be — ^a close and severe one. I felt that I might have incurred the just reproach 
of those throu&:h whose free and independent choice I had enjoyed for the last 
five years the honour of beinji^ one of your representatives if I had ahrunir from 
the contest, and if, consulting my own interest and convenience, I had quietly 
surrendered the position in which they had placed me, and, seeking a seat in 
parliament through some other constituency, had left those friends and supporters 
who were identified with me in principle without an opportunity of assertmg their 
principles and vindicating their independence. {Applause and noise.) I, therefore, 
felt it my duty to offer myself again as a candidate for the representation of this 
division of the county ; and, now that the result of the election has been finally 
declared by the High Sheriff, I avow here tliat I do not entertain the slightest 
feeling of regret at the course which I thus advisedly took. {Cheers.) Considering 
the circumstances under which the battle has been fought, considering the immense 
amount of territorial influence which has been exerted against me, — {cheers etnd 
hisses^) — we have, I think, no cause to be disheartened or dispirited. {Hear, and 
'*0h!") For myself, individually, I feel honoured and gratified by the large 
number of votes which, under these circumstances, have been recorded in my 
favour; and still more honoured and gratified personally do I feel — ^ifyou wiU 
allow me to say so — by the warm, heai*ty, and spontaneous demonstrations of 
respect and esteem with which, in the hour of my defeat, I have been greeted in 
a manner and to an extent which I had not anticipated, and for which I can most 
inadequately convey the expression of my heartfelt gratitude. {Cheers.) This, 
gentlemen, is the best reward which, on resigning the trust into the hands of his 
constituency, one who has represented you can expect to receive for the attempt^ 
at least, faithfully and honestly to discharge the important duties which had been 
confided to him. It is no small satisfaction to me to know that, subjected as my 
past conduct as your representative has been to severe scrutiny, nothing has been 
laid to my charge except that of a constant adherence to a policy which, h^reand 
elsewhere, I have always openly avowed, — (applause and tioise,) — a polic^Swhich is 
alleged, as I think, erroneously, to be injurious to the agricultural interest, but a 
policy whifh, at all events, is admitted now, even by our opponents, to be irre- 
versible, because it has been ratified by the almost unanimous voice of the people 
of this country. Gentlemen, I have now to take my leave of you. I shall retire 
— cheerfully retire into the ranks of the constituency as one of yourselves, 
living among ^ou, identified with you and your interests, and desirous, as far 
as in me lies, in my private capacity, to discharge those duties ^hich devolve 
upon each of us, as members of society, to advance the interests and promote 
the social welfare of those among whom I have the happiness to live. {Cheers,) 
I entirely concur with my noble friends who have been elected to serve as your 
members for this division of the county in the earnest desire that there may be 
no remaining feeling of animosity after the contest has closed. We shall always be 
ready in our private and public capacities to maintain our principles boldly and 
fearlessly in the face of day, not shrinking from the open avowal of them, but 
declaring them without hesitation or evasion. {Cheers) Now that the battle has 
been fought, now that it has been won by our opponents, I hope that no unkind 
word or feeling will remain, and that we shall act as we have done hitherto, as 
honest and independent Englishmen, firm to our principles, but acting with kind- 
ness and generosity towards those who differ from us. {Hear^ hear,) Gentlemen, 
I now take my leave of yon, with a feeling of ill-wiU, I hope to no one, but with 
feelings of the warmest and most lasting gratitude to those who so nobly and 
gallantly stood by me in the contest in which we have been engaged. To ail I 
say farewell, with the assurance that my earnest and sincere wishes are for your 
constant happiness and prosperity. ( heering.) 

Lord Lovaine, M.P. then proposed a vote of thanks to the High Sheriff, for 
the very able and impartial manner in which he had discharged his duties. 

Sir Geo. Grey said he had great satisfaction in seconding the motion, and he 
did so with the greater pleasure, from the sincere respect which he entertained 
as a friend and neighbour for the gentleman who had so ably presided as High 
Sheriff over the proceedings of this assembly.

The motion was carried by acclamation, and the High Sheriff having briefly 
acknowledged the compliment, the proceedings were closed.
